There is no indication that any cov- 
enant or constitution would be proposed 
as the basis of the plan, or that any 
elaborate international machinery would 
be suggested to carry it into effect.

‘*The Chinese Post Office maintains 
the cheapest general service in the world. 
In spite of these very cheap rates and 
very high transportation costs of main- 
taining long courier lines where no mod- 


ern facilities are available, the surplus 
of receipts over expenditures has been 
steadily increasing. All profits are being 
put into improvements on the service, 
particularly in new offices and extensior 
of the service to the smaller villages in- 
land. Its income in 1920 was $12,679,- 
121.98 and its expenditures $10,467,053.07, 
thus leaving a surplus for the year’s 
operation of $2,212,068.91. 

** Senders of registered -articles, par- 
eels, insured letters and express arti- 
cles are entitled to claim indemnity in 
ease of loss by the Post Office. Although 
in 1920 over 37,000,000 of such articles 
were posted, less than 400 claims for

Dr. Chung-Hui Wang made the. fol- 
lowing statement before the Committee 
on Pacific and Far Eastern Questions: 

‘‘ Extra-territoriality in China dates 
back almost to the beginning of treaty 
relations with foreign countries. It was 
clearly laid down in the Treaty of 1844 
between the United States and China, 
and a similar provision has since been 
inserted in the treaties with other pow- 
ers. Extra-territorial rights were granted 
at a time when there were only five 
treaty ports—that is, places where for- 
eigners could trade and reside. Now 
there are fifty such places and an equal 
number of places open to foreign trade 
on China's own initiative. 

‘‘ This means an ever-increasing num- 
ber of persons within her territory over 
whom she is almost powerless. This 
anomalous condition has become a se- 
rious problem with which the local ad- 
ministration is confronted and if the im- 
pairment of the térritorial and adminits- 
trative integrity of China is not to be 
continued the matter demands imme- 
diate soiution. I should like to point out 
a few of the serious objections to the 
extra-territorial system. In thé first 
place, it is In derogation of China’s sov- 
ereign rights and is regarded by the 
— people as a national humilia- 
tion. 

‘‘ There is a multiplicity of courts in 
one and the same locality and the inter- 
relation of such courts has given rise to 
a legal situation which is perplexing 
both to the trained lawyer and to the 
layman. 

‘* The disadvantage arising from the 
uncertainty of the law: The general rule 
is that the law to be applied in a given 
case is the law of the defendant’s na- 
tionality, and so in a commercial trans- 
action between, say, X and Y of differ- 
ent nationalities, the rights and Hiabili- 


ties of the parties vary according as Xj} 
sues Y first or Y sues X first. 
‘* When causes of action, civil or crim- 


inal, arise In which foreigners are de- 
fendants, it is nmecesBary for adjudica- 
tion that they shall be carried to the 
nearest consular court, which may be 
many miles away, and so it often hap- 
pens that it is practically impossible to 
obtain the attendance of the necessary 
witnesses or to produce other necessary 
evidence. 

‘Finally, it is a further disadvantage 
to the Chinese that the foreigners in 
China under cover of extra-territoriality 
claim immunity from local taxes and 
excises which the Chinese are required 
to pey. Sir Robert Hart, who worked | 
and lived in China for many years, has 
this to *”y in his work ‘ These From the 
Land of Sinim’: ‘ The extra-territorial- 
ity stipulation may have relfeved the 
native official of some troublesome du- | 
ties, but it has always been felt to be} 
offensive and humiliating and has ever | 
a disintegratine effect, leading the peo- |} 
ple om one hand to despise their own 
Government and officials, and on the 
other to envy and dislike the foreigner 
withdrawn from native control.’ 

‘* Until the system is abolished or sub- 
stantially modified it is inexpedient for 
China to open her entire territory to

obvious that Great Britain in 1902, 
Japan and the United States in 1903 and 
Sweden in 1908 agreed, subject to cer- 
tain conditions, to relinquish their extra- 
territorial rights. Twenty years have 
elapsed since the conclusion of these 
treaties, and while !t is a matter of 
opinion as to whether or not the state 
of China’s laws has attained the stand- 
ard to which she is expected to con- 
form, it is impossible to deny that China 
has made great progress on the path of 
legal reform. 


‘A few facts will suffice for the 
present. A law codification committee 
for the compilation and revision of laws 
has been sitting since 1904. Five codes 
have been prepared, some of which have 
already been put into force. 
civil code (still: in course of 
Second, criminal code (in force since 
1912). Third, code of civil 
Fourth, code of criminal procedure, both 
of which have just been promulgated. 
Fifth, commercial code, part of’ which 
has been put into force. These codes 
have been prepared with the assistance 
of foreign experts and are based mainly 
on the principles of modern jurispru- 
dence. Among the numerous supple- 
mentary laws may be especially men- 
tioned a law ‘of 1918, called ‘rules for 
the application of foreign law,’ which 
deals with matters relating to private 
international law. Under these rules 
foreign law is given ample applications. 

“Then there is a new system of law 
courts, established in 1910. The Judges 
are all modern trained lawyers and no 
one can be appointed a Judge unless he 
has attained the requisite legal training. 
These are some of the reforms which 
have been carried out on our part. I 
venture to say that the China of today 
is not what she was twenty years ago 
when Great Britain encouraged her to 
reform her judicial system, and a for- 
she is not what she was eighty 
years ago when she first granted extra- 
territorial rights to the treaty powers. 

‘“‘] have made these observations not 
for the purpose of asking for an imme- 
diate and complete abolition of extra- 
territorially, but for the purpose of in- 
viting the powers to co-operate with 
China in taking initial steps toward im- 
proving and eventually abolishing the 
existing system which is admitted on all 
hands to be unsatisfactory both to for- 
eigners and Chinese. It is gratifying to 
learn of the sympathetic attitude of the 
powers toward this question as expressed 
by the various delegations at a previous 
meeting of this c6mmittee. 

“The Chinese delegation § therefore 
asks that the powers now represented in 
this conference agree to relinquish their | 
extra-territorial rights in China at the | 
end of a definite period.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — Prince 
Iyesato Tokugawa, President of the 
Japanese House of Peers and one of 
Japan’s principal delegates, declared to- 
night that the designation of Crown

Prince Tokugawa expressed the 
opinion that the Constitution of the 
Regency would not jbe marked by any 
alteracion of Japanese foreign policy or 
aby now instructions to Japan's delega- 
tion in Washington, and intimated that 
the Regency had been set up with the 
approval and at the request of the Em- 
peror and in a strictly Constitutional 
manner. 

‘Members of the Japanese delegation 
first learned of the creation of the 
Regency through press association dis- 
patches from Tokio, but were not sur- 
prised, as the long illness of the Em- 
peror had been no secret, and the recent 
tour of the Japanese Crown Prince, 
which included visits to England, 
France, Italy and other countries, was 
intended to give him an intimate contact 
with the affairs of the Western World 
as part of his equipment for the duties 
_of Emperor, or Kegent, when called to 
act in either capacity. 

Later this afternoon official confirma- 
tion of the important change made in 
Tokio was received by the Japanese 
delegation in a telegram from "Baron 
Uchiida, Japanese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, which was read to the press by 
Prince Tokugawa at o'clock this 
Seren. as follows: 

‘‘In consideration of his Majesty, the 
Emperor's inability to conduct in person 
the affairs of state, owing to his long 
continued indisposition, his Imperial 
Highness the Crown Prince has today 
(Nov. 25) been constituted Regent in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
Tmperial Constitution and the Imperial 
house law.”’ 

Prince Tokugawa said that the Japan- 
ese emperor was not seriousiy ill but 
his health had not been good for a long 
time. 

“‘In an afternoon newspaper.” said 
ihe Prince, ‘‘I have just read a report 
that his Majesty is seriously ill. So far 
as I know, his majesty {s not seriously 
il. His health, as almost everybody 
knows, has not been good for a lone 
while, but I do not understand that he 
is seriously {1'1.’’ 

It was explained by Prince Tokugawa 
that the regency would last during the 
fliness of the Fmperor, but that if the 
Emperor shoud recover the regency 
would be abolished. It was added that. 
as a young man, the present Emperor 
did not enjoy the best of health, was 
never strong, and on the death of his 
father, Mutsuhitu, when the responsi- 
bilities of government fell upon him, ten 
years ago, the Emperor's health was 
adversely affected, 

It was said that the decision to create 
a regency was the Emperor’s, who 
acted upon the advice of the Privy 
Council and the Cabinet. ‘ 

The present is the first regency since 
the restoration of the Emperor to his 
ancient dignities and authority. Prior 
to that time for many centuries Japan 
had been ruled by Heutenants: of the 
Emperor, called Shoguns, and one of 
the Japanese delegates to the Washing- 
ton conference, Printe Tokugawa, 
would today be, in all probability, ac- 
tual ruler of Japan except for the res- 
toration. 

Regent’s Acts Not Subject to Review. 

nee Tokugawa, when asked todav 
whether acts by the Crown Prince as 
Regent would have permanent force, or 
be subject to revision in the event of 
the return of the Emperor to power, 
replied that the acts of the Regent 
would have permanent effect and would 
not be subject to alteration. 

In response to another question 
Prince Tokugawa declared that should 
the Emperor recover the regency would 
cease. and then added: 

“‘ As one of the loyal subjects of his 
Majesty, I hope the day of his recovery 
will be soon. His Majesty has not been 
strong in health for some time. He 
has faced great responsibilities since 
the death of his father about ten years

This statement was made today by 
an expert on Far Eastern politics. He 
declared that extreme old age, death 
and the rise to influence of the newer 
generation of Japanese statesmen and 
economists had made the Genro an anti- 
quated institution, and that amone their 
last acts were the advice they gave in 
the naming of a new Premier ord in 
the appointment of Hirohito as regent. 

It i: wot believed that the elevation 
or. Hirohito will have any marked ef- 
fect or the conduct of Japan’s foreign 
relations nor influence the Japanese 
delegates in the Washington conference 
further than to increase the rower and 
authority of Admiral Baron Kato, chief 
of the delegation and leader of the so- 
called Satsuma Party. which in the last 
few months has: displaced the Chosihu 
Party influence at the court of Tokio. 

Crown Prince Hirohito is to marry 
next £ rime 2 Princess of Satsuma con- 
nections.

PARIS, Nov. 25.—Pearls are pearls, | 
| whether produced by the Japanese | 
method of artificially stimulating their | 
, production in oysters or found in the | 
usual manner, so far as French science | 


|can determine. M. Boutan, in a report! 


| to the Academy of Science, shows that | 
| the process of formation is the same in 
both cases, and the only difference is 
in the larger core of the ‘‘ Japanese’”’ 
pearl. 

Among jewelers there has been some 
i difference of opinion, but the majority | 
| Seemed to agree that only by holding | 
, pearls to the light and judging the size | 
of the core could they distinguish be- 
tween ‘‘real’’ and cultivated pearls. 

In the *‘ Japanese ’’ method some small 
object is placed in the oyster, which 
promptly protects itself by depositing 
about the intruder the pear! substance, 
exactly as it does when such an object | 
gets into the shell accidentally. The 
report gives no explanation as to why 


‘real’’ pearls are found only about 
small cores. The reason for the larger | 


core in the cultivated stone is the need | 
to hasten the process so that it will be | 
profitable. 


The cultivated Japanese pearl, which 
was declared a real pearl in a report 
made public yesterday to the Academy 
of Science in Paris, is made by ‘the | 
oyster by natural processes, after the! 
‘*seed '’ has been planted by a delicate 
operation on the oyster. After the} 
| operation the oyster is put back into 
the ocean in a receptable from which | 
it cannot escape and allowed to remain 
there, sometimes seven years. The oper- | 
ation is patented by K. Mikimoto. } 

Dissection of natural pearls had al- | 
ways shown that the centre had been; 
oceupied by some foreign body, some- 
times a grain of sand, sometimes a 
{parasite. The mere introduction of 
grains of sand cr parasites, however, | 
did not breed pearls. 

It was discovered more than twenty | 
years ago by Dr. H. Lyster Jameson, in 
England and cther countries. that pearls | 
were always enclosed in a layer of the 
| shell-secreting outer skin of the oyster. 
This envelope of skin had somehow be- 
come detached from the continuous 
outer coat of the oyster and existed in- 
side its body as a sac. The outer shell- 
secreting epidermis builds the shell of 
; every oyster. It also lays down the 
‘‘ blisters ’’ inside the oyster shell which | 
sometimes cover grains of sand or pro-; 
tect the oyster against the attack of | 
shell-boring organisms. These ‘‘ blis- | 
ters”’ differ from pearls only in the} 
fact that the blisters are lens-shaped 
and attached to the shel), while the} 
pearls are round and unattached. The} 
method used by Mikimoto for stimu- ! 
lating the oyster to produce pearls is 
described by Dr. Jameson as follows} 
in the British scientific publication | 
Nature: | 

“The process involves the most deli- | 
cate and skillful manipulation, and it’ 
should be carried out, presumably, only 
by carefully selected and trained work- | 
ers. The shell is removed from one 
pearl oyster, and a bead of nacre or! 
other suitable nucleus is laid on the | 
outer shell-secreting epidermis. This} 
epidermis, which is composed of a single | 
layer of cells of microscopic 
then dissected off the oyster and made 
to envelop the nucleus as a sac, the 
|neck of which is ligatured. 

“The sac is then transplanted to an 
cyster and imbedded in its sub-epidermal 
tissues, the ligature is removed, certain 
|astringents or other reagents are ap- 
plied to the wound, and the second 
;oyster with its grafted pearl sac, con- 
| taining the mother-of-pearl bead, is re- 
{turned to the sea, where it has to re- 
main for several years before a coating 
of pearl of sufficient thickness is se- 
|ereted around the introduced hbead."’ 

A controversy has raged for years over 
possibility of distinguishing the cul- 
tivated pearl from the natural one, 
{many gem exverts holding that the dis- 
| tinction could be made by superficial 
j;examination. The grafted pearl can be 
detected by cutting it open, as the centre 
is usually a solid bit of mother-of-pearl. 
while that of the true pearl is a grain of 
sand or a minute cavity formerly occu- 
| pied by a parasitic organism. It is pos- 
, sible that the appearance of the natural 
centre might be imitated in the artificial 
{nearl, but this has not been reported as 
having been attempted, the principal 
Japanese pearl manufacturers having 
sold their product openly for what it 
| Was 

Under examination by ultra-violet 
i; light and polarrzed light it is said that 
{the ‘‘ natural imitations ’’ may easily be 
| detected. 

Operations on the outer skin or on the 
{shell of oysters and other shellfish for 
{the sake of forming pearl excrescences 
;or “ blisters,’’ which are mounted on 
pins and brooches, have been practiced 
for more than a hundred years, the 
| Chinese having invented an artistic oper- 
{ation on fresh-water mussels by which 
} they cause the mussels to elaborate 
j beautiful images of Buddha on their 
opalescent inner shells.

are said to be almost unfathomable and 
| whose yearly income is placed at many 
| millions of dollers. 

Americans will recall the Gaekwar’s 
son, Prince Jasingh, who was educated

“This document is undoubtedly a 
forgery by some one who has read of 
the fortune left by the old woman and 
is anxious to have some of it. 

‘‘ Putting aside the clumsiness of the 
document itself, the statement that it 
was found today, or at any time, in the 
|Faston house is a palpable falsehood. 
The house is barred and bolted. Nothing 
could be found in it except by a burglar. 

Second Attempt te Get Money.” 

‘And immediately after Mrs. Easton’s 
death the premises were raked with a 
fine-toothed comb. This would naturally 
| be done when a woman of wealth lived 
and died a recluse. Money or valuables 
jmight be hidden under the carpets, in 
trap doors, anywhere. First the search 
|was made by the Public Administrator, 
then by the relatives. The idea that a 
|large envelope could have been over- 
looked is ridiculous. 

“This is the second curious attempt 
to get money from the estate. The first 
| was the sending to Surrogate Wingate 
of a letter purporting to have been 
written by Mrs. Easton, In which she 
; Said that she intended to leave $10,000 
|to a grocer, $10,000 to her. doctor and 
$10,000 to another person. The letter 
,;was turned over by the Surrogate to 
the Administrator to b® compared to the 
|hendwriting of Mrs. Easton. It was a 
palpable forgery.” g ; 

Mr. Vieu declined to give out the text 
of this letter or to name the persons 
| who were to receive $10,000 apiece. It 
was learned also that a third mysterious 
jattack on the Easton fortune, had been 
;|made by a person living in the West 
| who wrote that he believed himself to 
be the lawful heir to the property. 


Claims of Rival Heirs. 


Mark H. Ellison of 132 Nassau Street,

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NEW TRIAL DEMANDED _ 
IN THE VANZETTI CASE 


Workers Adopt Resolutions After 
They Are Told the First 
Was Not Fair. 


Resolutions demanding a n2w trial for 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 
Massachusetts radicals convicted on @ 
charge of murder, were passed at a 
meeting last night in the Central Opera 
House, 205 Bast Sixty-seventh Street, 
under the auspices of the American 
Labor Alliance, Labor Defense Unicon 
and the Italian Defense Committee. The 
gathering of about 2,000 persons con- 
tributed $1,000 gor defense of the two 
men. 

Elizabeth Gurley Flynn presided. The 
speakers included Frank Biedenknapp of 
the Workers Defense Union, Arturo 
Giovanitti and Ludwig Lore. Bieden- 
knepp, the chief speaker, reviewed the 
history of the trial from personal con- 
tact with the proceedings. He charged 
that Sacecd and Vanzetti did not have a 
fair trial. In the preliminary hearings 


following their arrest on a charge of 
murdering a paymaster and guard of a 
shoe company, the State's three wit- 
nesses were unable to positively identify 
the defendants,. Biedenknapp said, but 
at the trial testified that there could be 
no mistake that Sacco and Venzetti were 
the murderers. One of the witnesses was 
a block away from the shooting, but 
swore that she saw the shot fired, he 
added. 

Biedenknapp also charged that an air 
of prejudice had been introduced at the 
trial by the action of one juror who s8a- 
luted the flag hung back of the Judge’s 
bench every time he entered. The de- 
fense introduced fifteen witnesses, who 
swore that Sacco and Vanzettl were in-

nocent, Biedenknapp said. He objected 
to the charge of the Judge, who he 

uoted as instructing the jurors to do 

eir dutv like the men who fought 
** over. there.’’

GERMANY TO SHARE 
IN FOREIGN DRAFTS 


Business Interests Agree to Give 
60 Per Cent. of Outside Credits 
to the Reichsbank. 


BERLIN, Nov. 25 (Associated Press). 
—The preliminary negotiations between 
the Government and the League of Ex- 
porters and Importers has resulted in an 
agreement under which the league will 
place at the disposal of the Reichsbank 
60 per cent. of foreign drafts received 
in payment for exports. 

The present arrangement is considered 
the first indication that the Govern- 
ment’ has succeeded in arriving at an 
understanding with the industrial and 
commercial interests. While the latter 
fundamentally are opposed to a 60 per 
cent. assessment, they have given their 

romise to this effect. The rating is 

terpreted as being sufficiently liberal 
to prevent proving unprofitable or inim- 
ical to their interests. 

No plan has as yet been proposed by 
the Government with respect to the man- 
ner of reimbursing exporters and im- 
porters, although the official attitude 
continues to encourage exporters to issue 
invoices on foreign money standards, 
but at the same time it warns them 
against introducing the system in con- 
nection with their inland purchases or 
in dealings between manufacturers and 
exporters.

CHARGES YET TO BE MADE 


Cemmissioner for the Island Says 
Grave Accusations WIIl Be 
Made by Delegation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—No | 
formal inquiry into the difficulties be- | 
tween Governor E. Mont Reily of Porto | 
Rico and the Unionist Party is intended 
at the present time by the Administra- 
tion, it was said today after a confer- 
ence between the President and Gover- 
nor Reily. 

The Administration is disposed to re- 
gard the Unionists’ accusations against 
the Governor more in the light of a bill 
ef grievances than formal charges. It is 
admitted, however, that this situation 
May change when the delegation of 
Porto Ricans that sailed last Wednesday 
arrives In Washington. This delegation, 
according to Felix Cordova Davila, resi- | 
dent Porto Rican Commissioner, will} 
have ‘‘ grave charges ’”’ to present when |} 
it arrives in Washiington. A spokesman 
for the Administration ‘said that the 
Porto Ricans’ grievances were being 
looked into, but at the present time no 
justification was seen for instituting a 
formal {investigation when no specific 
charges had been brought up. 

Governo~ Reily saw the President for 
® few minutes after this morning’s Cab- 
inet meeting, and the conversation was 
continued at luncheon at the White 
House. The Governor left the White 
House plainly under the impression that 
he still had the President’s support, and 
it was intimated that President Harding 
held the same opinion of Governor 
Reily as he did when he appointed him 
to the Porto Rican post. 

There have been hints, however, that 
while the Administration supports Gov- 
ernor Reily’s opposition to efforts of cer- 
tain Porto Ricans to secure absolute in- 
dependence for the island, it has been 
felt the situation might have been dealt 
with in a more tactful manner. This 
opinion has been expressed in more than 
one Administration quarter. Both Gov- 
ernor Reily and Porto Rican Unionists 
have agreed that out of the 120,000 who 
voted the Unionist tteket in the last 
election, only 200 were out and out for 
independence. 

What appears most embarrassing t¢ 
the Harding Administration is that this 
is the second time since inauguration 
that Governor Reily’s acts have aroused 
a controversy. The first was when the 
Reily recommendation of Charles Madi- 
gon for Unityd States District Attorney 
at Kansas City was accepted by the 
President, despite the protests of Sena- 
tor Selden Spencer, who felt that he 
should have something to say concern- 
ing Missouri patronage.

Socialist Author Says It Is Part of 
International System With Head- 
quarters In Berlin. | 


Speaking on ‘‘ The Anti-Semitic Spirit 
in America,’’ at a meeting of the League 
for Political Education in the Town Hall 
yesterday morning, John Spargo, So- 
clalist author and lecturer, said there 
was a campaign of organized anti-Sem 
itism in this country which was part of 
an international system, with headquar- 
ters in Berlin, in so far as he was able 
to learn. It was not the business of the 
Jew as such but the duty of Jew and 
Gentile to combat this prejudice, he said. 
The situation called for diligence by the 
Christian in exposing the fallacies of 
the propaganda because he owed to the 
Jew preeisely that measure of justice 
he would want to be shown to others 
who come to America to make their 
homes, Mr. Spargo argued. 

Mr. Spargo reviewed the race preju- 
dices which had existed in America in 
other years, and in his analysis of them 
said: ‘It is always difficult to avoid 
suspicion of the different groups we 
have drawn from-other countries where 
there has been a barrier of language, 
creed or customs.” 

At the close of his address Mr. Spargo 
answered questions from the audience. 
One person asked what should be done 
with Henry Ford. 

‘Leave him alone,’’ replied Mr. Spar- 
go, “let him talk. Invite him to the 
Town Hall and let him tell you why he 
is opposed to the Jews, if he will.” 

On the main topic of his lecture, Mr. 
Spargo said: | 

The Jews and Columbus. | 

‘“‘We have always had the Jew with} 
us, because essentially he is a wanderer. 
In years gone by we had the Jew only 
in numbers capable of assimilation. 
There were Jews interested in the voy~- 
age of Columbus, if we are to believe 
history. Certain there were Jews In- 
terested in the American Revolution. 
Washington knew several on whom he 
could depend and whose fortunes were 
at his disposal. 

“It is a good thing to remember 
that there never was any time in the 
history of the country when it was pos- 
sible to distinguish a citizen of Jewish 
birth from a citizen of non-Jewish 
birth. I say that, bearing especially in 
mind the accusation made against the 
attitude of the Jew in the great W orid 
War. I went with Premier Clemenceau 
to visit the wounded of our men and 
one could distinguish no idstinction of | 
gervice to our country among them. | 

*“‘ We forget that the Jew comes to us| 
virtually helpless. He doesn’t speak our 
language; he doesn’t understand our | 
laws and customs. How is he going to | 
know? He takes up his home among | 
his. own people who have preceded him. ! 
Jf he becomes successful and learns the 
ways of America he is likely to move 
elsewhere. Your task and mine is to| 
gee that in the administration of cities | 
we do not permit our politicians to take 
advantage of the temporary condition. of |

THIRD DEGREE FAILS . 
__ ON SLAYER SUSPECT 


But Mineola Police Believe F. ges 
prints Prove Peddler Stran- 
gled Mrs. Maier.

MINEOLA, L. IL., Nov. 25.—Theodore 
Geteg, alias Gatridge, veteran of the 
World War and a peddler of army 
clothes, was committed to the County 
jail today by Justice of the Peace Sea- 
man in connection with the murder eight 
days ago of Mrs. Elizabeth Maier, 82 
years old, a widow, in her home on Old 
Country Road, between Hicksville and 
Westbury. 

Geteg was arrested Thursday night 
about one hundred feet from the house 
in which Mrs. Maier was strangled by 
a supposed robber. Constable Charles 
Anderson said the suspect reached fora 
pistol he carried in an army overeat 
he wore, and had to be subdued by 
threats of death. He was questioned 
most of last night by Elvin N. Edwards, 
Agsistant District Attorney; Sheriff 
Charles Smith and others leading the 
search for Mrs. Maler’s slayer. He 
denied any knowledge of the murder. 

After he was finger printed this morn- 
ing by Charles W. Hanson, the finger- 
print expert said tmpressions found on 
dishes and a lamp chimney in the slain 
woman’s home corresponded with those 
of the suspect. After that Assistant 
District Attorney Edwards and several 
Deputy Sheriffs and detectives brought 
Geteg to the scene of the slaying. 
There, it was reported, he was submitted 
to the third degree. 

A policeman was said to have laid in 
the slain widow’s bed, with his arm pro- 
truding from the cover, in the position 
in which the body was found. Geteg 
was forced into the room. Another po- 
liceman was said to have rubbed a 
switch of the dead woman's hair across 
his face, but Geteg was reported to have 
insisted he was innocent.

Supreme Court Sustains the Act 
Providing Summary Arraign- 
ment of Offenders. 


APPEAL WILL BE TAKEN 


Jewish Sacramental Wine Seized 
Here Addressed to Consignees 


With Irish Names. 


The New Jersey Supreme Court in 
Trenton yesterday upheld the constitu- 
tionality of the New Jersey prohibition 
enforcement law, known as the Van 
Ness act. An appeal will be taken to 
the Court of Errors. The Supreme 
Court findings affirmed convictions in 
three test cases. Under the act vio- 
lators are classed as disorderly per- 
sons, «subject to summary arraignment 
before County Judges. In cases of con- 
viction defendants are liable to’ six 
months imprisonmént and a fine of 
$500. 

The Supreme Court's opinion was writ- 
ten by Justice Minturn, who said In part: 

‘““We are not at all concerned with 
the wisdom and general policy of this 
enactment, those features of legislation 
under our constitutional divisions of 
Rower being left entirely to the judg- 
ment of the Legislature as tke represen- 
tatives of the popular will. 

“Attack had been made on the law 
because it provided summary arraign- 
ment before a Magistrate without a jury, 
and it was claimed this provision mili- 
tated against constitutional provisions 
that the right of trial by jury shall be 
granted in criminal prosecutions. 

‘“‘ The fallacy of this contention is that 
it assumes the legislation in question 
was Onacted by the Legislature of the 
State in pursuance of an acquired or 
delegated power from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, under the provisions of the 
Highteenth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. 

‘‘It may be assumed that when the 
power to legislate upon the subject of 
prohibition was conceded by the States 
to the Federal Government it did not 
follow that the States, by concession, 
divested themselves of the powers. of 
sovereignty so as to deprive them of the 
right to exercise the police power as 
might seem expedient for the public. in- 
terest so long as such exercise of power 
would not conflict with the powers con- 
ceded by the Federal amendment. 

“Tf it were not for the existence of 
this concurrent power of enforcement, 


it might be claimed that the Federal 
Government could arrogate to itself the 
sole power of enforcement, and thus 
preclude the State from adopting legisla-

The strike at the Tidewater Oil Com-

SWARTHMORE, Pa., Nov. 23.—Edu- 
cational standards are changing 580 
swiftly that it is difficult to say who 
is educated and who is uneducated, said 
tr. John H. Latane, Dean of Johns 
itopkins University, in an address today 
before the annual meeting of the Asso- 
Ciation of Colleges and Preparatory 
Schools of the Middle States and Mary- 
land. 

“The standards,”’ he said, ‘‘ by which 
we test the character and extent of 
the education of an individual differ 
from generation to generation. 

‘“ Culture and general information are 
what the public usually looks for in an 
educated man or woman. Is the av- 
erage college graduate of today a man 
of culture? [ think we will agree he is 
not. Culture in its nature is more or 
less aristocratic while democracy is 
the goal of present-day education. Only 
a rapidly diminishing number of college 
graduates can fairly be called men of | 
culture, 

‘We are sowing education to the| 
masses and making the State pay for it. | 
In doing so we are, I believe, lowering | 
the standards. It is impossible to lift} 
an entire democracy up to the level of | 
the old idea of culture. j 

“If the idea prevails that everybody | 
is entitled to a college education, no 
process of elimination can be effectively | 
applied. If education does not impart | 
culture, the next question is, does it! 
impart general information? I believe 
the average graduate possesses a con- 
siderable amount of general informa- 
tion.”

THE LIBERAL CRAB. 


It was as a Liberal having ‘‘ some 
“right to claim an understanding of 
“* Liberal opinion” that Lord BucK- 
MASTER gave his theory of the origin 
of the late war. ‘‘ If Europe had not 
‘* been armed to the teeth in 1914, the 
“murder at Serajevo would have 
** been a subject for the police and 
‘* criminal courts, and would not have 
‘involved the whole civilized world fn 
“suffering and ruin.” Apparently it 
has not yet occurred to him that be- 
hind competitive armament there is 
always the manifest purpose of one 
nation to invade the territory and 
abridge the liberty of another. Not 
Germany was responsible, but all the 
nations that had armaments! On this 
theory Lord Buck MASTER has for five 
years opposed the Government of 
Great Britain as “* one of its most un- 
ceasing critics,” and now stands for- 
ward as the apostle and prophet of | 
future peace. 

For the sake of the multitudes in all 
countries who, reasoning thus, become 
‘““ unceasing critics,”’ it may be well to 
point to certain folkways as described 
by Professor Roscoz Pounp, Dean of 
the Harvard Law School, !n the cur- 
rent Survey Graphic. Under Mosaic 
law, if an ox gored a man the man 
was empowered to take vengeance on 
the ox. In Rome the idea was similar: 
redress lies against the thing that 
actually hits you. In _ intellectual 
Athens, if the storm blew down the 
limb of a tree and any one was kiiled, 
his kinsmen solemnly exercised their 
legal right to chop down the tree. To 
explain this primordial instinct Dean 
Pounp cites what he regards as a 
rodern instance. ‘‘ When Huckle- 
‘* berry Finn’s father stumbled over 
*“*the barrel, he promptly kicked it in 
“response to the same _ instinct.” 
Much more to the point is the pro- 
fessional forward-looker who sees the 
be-all and end-all of war arma- 
ments. To paraphrase Hamlet's re- 
mark about that other Polonius, he 
would be as progressive as the rest of 
us except that, like the crab, he pro- 
gresses backward.

Those who responded, how- 
ever, found little to do, for the crowd 
was careful and orderly.

The right knee was exposed, 
and it was seen to be seamed and corru-, 
gated with deep scars, indicating that 
the technic employed in the previous 
operation was vastly different from that 
used yesterday. 

The operation performed yesterday 
was a comparatively simple one. It was 
not of the bloodless variecy, but the cut 
through the skin and subcutaneous tls- 
gues was hardly more than an inch, 
wide. In the technical language of the} 
operating room, it was described by one | 
of the surgeons present as ‘‘ osteotomy 
of the femur (thigh bone) for deform- 
ity.’ The anterior part of the bone was, 
divided and the remainder broken by the 
powerful hands of Dr. Lorenz. 

The instruments used were chisel and 
hammer; the surgical chisel is called 
“an osteotome. As soon as the leg had 
been straightened it was put_in a cast 
and the patient, who was under the in- 
fluence of an anaesthetic, was removed 
from the operating room. 

The clinic had been scheduled to begin 
at 8 o'clock, and at that hour Dr.| 
Henry W. Frauenthal, medical director | 
of the hospital, entered the. operating 
room on the sixth floor of the new 
building, which fronts on 123d Street. | 
Several doctors and nurses and a few | 
spectators had already assembled; but j 
{ft was not until thirty-five minutes | 
later that Dr. Lorenz appeared in_ the 
room. He looked somewhat perturbed,

Like those that have gone ahead of it 
in the long series which first began in 
1890, today’s game will be a repetition 
of the things that go to make these 
service clashes tower in many respects 
over other grid affairs. There is the 
military glamour, the color the natural 
pride that all Americans feél in the flag 
and in the uniform that represents it, 
this and the official touches given it by 
the presence of high dignitaries in both 
branches and in official and diplomatic 
services. 

_The annual tests of strength between 
Yale and Harvard and Princeton and 
Yale and Cornell and Penn and count- 
less others that one might mention, may 
attract greater crowds, are interwoven 
with more traditions perhaps, but when 
it comes to martial pomp and grandeur 
picturesque backgrounds, color, they are 
forced to bow to this test between the 
service rivals.

Reports of a breach between the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and rail- 
road executives over matters surround- 
ing rate reductions were branded as 
untrue yesterday by local officials.

The low level of the 
year was reached in rediscounts secured 
by other collateral and in reserve note 
circulation. Rediscounts secured by 
Government collateral failed to establish 
a new low level for the year, their 
amount being $467,163,000; and the ratio 
of reserve of the New York Bank, at 


82.8 per cent., was still below the high 
level of Sept. 21.

As an incentive to efficient work by
